| Winter in the fight against the evo-

Less attention is paid to the 
teaching. or rather the possibility 
of teaching evolution in the pr! 
mary schools in North Carolina 
than in the neighboring common- 
wealths.

“f do not know how many boards 
have actually adopted resolutions 
requiring their teachers to sub- 
scribe to the Biblical story of cre- 
ation. but I believe that the ma- 
jority, the overwhelming majority, 
actually requires such belief 

Board's Methods Explained. 

Stewart Plumer, chairman of the 
Board of Education of Mecklen- 
burgh County, in which Charlotte 
is situated, explained more care 
fully the method of the local 
hoard. His board, he said. might be 
taken as typical of those of the 
whale State , 

“The Baptist people predominate 


in North Carolina, vou know,” he 
said “They number 347.600, have 
2291 churches, against 112.000 
Methodists with 776 churches Of 
course, the, control the Schoo! 
Boards in practically every coun- 
ty. Now these boards select the 


textbooks from a list prepared by 
the State Board of Education. We 
see to it that there is mighty little 
about evolution in the books we 
put in the schools and we tel! the 
teachers either to slur over the 
parts on evolution or tell the chil- 
dren not to believe what the book 
Says. Our own board adopted a 
resolution requiring that all teach- 
ers confess belief in inspiration of 
the Bible and accept the Biblical 
story of creation. Some other 
boards have done the same, I be- 
lieve. but most boards really have 
such a policy without being on rec- 
ord. 

“We work quietly, quietiv. We 
do not want to scare up any news- 
paper discussion. The people do 
not want evolution taught in thelr 
schools and we just see to it that 


is not the foundation of world peace 
but rather the outer covering of 
the edifice. Arbitration will be the 
result rather than the cause of a 
universal mind for peace. First the 
world must get rid of the concep- 
tion that war is the natural way of 
settling international differences.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Sec- 
retary Mellon countered on Joseph 
aillaux by presenting the Amer!- 
can debt proposal in exchange for 
the unacceptable proposition the 
French Finance Minister had of- 
fered 

It sounds more formal] to put it, 
as the officials do, that the Amer- | 
tcan Debt Commission offered cer- 
tain suggestions to the Debt Com- 
mission of France, but actually 
the negotiation is a battle of wits 
between two great financiers. 

What actually happened yester- 
day was that the Frenchmen, after 
a rather long wait while the Yan- 
kees got their figures in order, 
were told that their proffer. was 
not adequate, and were given a 
bewildering mass of facts and fig- 
ures, the purport of which was that 
the American ‘view of France's 
capacity to pay was not at all in 
accordance With Caillaux’s theory 


-and that under the American in- 


terpretation France could settie 
on approximately the British terms 

The British deft terms applied 
to the French obligation would 
call for annual payments during 
62 years of from $140,000.000 a 
vear to $175,000,000, dependent on 
how much of the 5 per cent inter- 
est already paid was rebated to the 
lower rate provided for in the set 
tlement of the English bill 

Surprise to French. 

As Caillaux’s proposal was for 
graduated yearly payments, run- 
ning from $25,000,000 to a maxi- 
mum for the last 42 vears of $90.- 
000.000, which gives an average of 
approximately $75.000,000. the 
shock to the French may be ap- 
preciated. 

Some of the Paris correspon- 
dents cabled the word to France 
that a calculation showed America 
willing to accept a total of §$7,- 
750,000,000 which would be at the 
rate of $125,000,000 a year, and 
would imply an interest rate of 
about 2% per cent. Nine billion 
is believed to be a more adequate 
estimate, the lesser amount pos- 
sibly being a guess at a compro- 
mise figure to which the Ameri- 
cans might be beaten down. 

In the presentation of the Amer- 
ican proposal there was at least a 
strong hint that France might re- 
organize her revenue system more 
in accordance with the tax habits 
of the rest of the world and so 
adjust her finances that in a rela- 
tively short time she could over- 
come the obstacles enumerated in 
the first offer. Recognizing that 
this would take time, the Ameri- 
cans were prepared to make the 
burden of payments easy for 1090 
years or so. 

It took only a quarter of an 
hour to get this over with. after 
which the French delegation with- 
drew with the usual compliments. 
Caillaux, in his audienee with the 
newspaper correspondents last 
night, added nothing of enlighten- 
ment as to developments after the 
joint session beyond the statement 
that he required more time to con- 
sider the American counterpro- 
posal, and that accordingly there 
would be no meeting today with 
the American commission.
